& exact. Howbeir, {oraſmuch as it came vnto my 


hands with his earneſt requeſt to reſerue it to my 
ſelfe, I had almoſt conſented thereunto; had not the 
deſire ] haue to reconcile the contrarietie of opini- 


ons that be held of that action, & to make it known 


what honour the cauſe hath laid vpon our whole

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Dauing therefoze determinatelp purpoſed to put on 5 
this habit ofa Souldiour, JF grewe doubtfull whether to | 
imploy my time in the warres of the Lowe Countreyes, 
which are in auxiliarie manner mainteined by her Maie⸗ 
ſtie; oꝛ to follow the foꝛtune okthis voyage, which was an | 
aduenture ok her and manie honoꝛable perſonages, in re- 
uenge of vnſuppoztable wꝛongs offered vnto the eſtate of ; 
our Countrep by the Ca#ftilian King: in arguing where. ' 
of, J finde that by how much the Challenger is reputed C1 
befoze the dekendant, by ſo much is this ioꝛney tobe pꝛe⸗ 
ferred befo2e thoſe defenſiue warres. Foz had the Duke 
of Parma his turne been to defend, as it was his god foy- 
tune to inuade, from whence could haue p2oceeded that 
gloztous honoꝛ which theſe late warres haue laid vppon 
him, 02 what could haue been ſaid moze of him, than of a 
Reſpondent (though neuer ſo valiant) in a pꝛiuate Du⸗ 
ell: Euen, that he hath done no moze than by his honour 
he was tied vnto. Foz the gaine of one Towne oz ante 4 
ſmall defcate giveth moze renowme to the Alſatlant,than 3

liue obſcured in Flanders, either not hauing wherewithall 
to manage ante warre, 02 not putting on Armes, but to 
defend themſelues when the Enemie ſhall pꝛocure them? | 
TWhereas in this ſhoꝛt time of our Aduenture, wee haue ; 
wonve a Towne bp eſcalade, battred and aſſaulted ana * 
ther, ouerthꝛowen a mightie P2inces power in the field, { 
landed our Armie in thꝛee ſeuerall places of his Kingdom, 1 
marched ſeauen dates in the hart of his Countrep, lyen eh 
thi nights in the Suburbes of his pꝛincipall Citie, beas þ 
ten his fozces into the gates thereof, and poſſeſſed two of 5 
his frontier Foꝛts, as ſhall in diſcourſe thereof moze par⸗ 
ticulerly appeare: whercbp J conclude, that going with 
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an Inuadour, and in ſuch an action as euerie dale giueth 
new experience, J haue much to vaunt of, that mp foꝛtune

few frontier Townes 4 And ſhall it now be laid vpon her 
Maieſties ſhoulders to remoue ſo mightie an Enimie, 
who hath lefe vs but 3. whole parts ok 1-,vachquered? Tt 
is not a Journey of a few months, no} an auxiliarie warre 
of few peres that can damnifte the Ring of Syaine in thoſe 
places, where we (hall merte at euerie 8,02 10, miles end 


with a Towne , which will coſt moꝛe the winning, than 


will yearly pap 4.025 000, mens wages, where all the 
Countrey is quartred by Rivers, which haue no paſſage 
vnfoztefied ; and where moſt of the beſt Souldiers of 
Chꝛiſtendome that be on our aduerſe partie be in pencion. 
But our Armie which hath not coſt her Maieſtie much a⸗ 
boue the third part of one peares expences in the Lowe 
Countries, hath alreadie ſpoyled a great part of the p20» 
uiſion he had made at the Groyne of all ſoꝛts, fo2 a newe 


voyage into E-gl/and; burnt 3. of his ſhips, whereof one 
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was the ſecond in the laſt peares expedition, taken from 


him aboue x 5 0. peeces of god artillarie, cut offmoze than 
go. hulkes, and 20. French ſhips well manned, fit & rea- 


die to ſerue him koꝛ men of warre againſt vs, laden foz his 
ſtoꝛe with coꝛne, vicualls, maſts, cables, and other mer« 


chandizes ; flaine and taken the pꝛincipall men ok warre 


hee had in Galitia ; made Don Pedro Enriques de 


Guſman, Conde 15 Fuentes, Generall of his F oꝛces 
in Portingall, ſhamefullie runne at Penicha; laide a- 
long ok his beſt Coinmaunders in Lisbone and by 
theſe fewe aduentures diſcouered how ealelie her Maie⸗ 
ſtie may without any great aduenture in ſhozt time pull 


the Tirant of the World vpan his knœs, as well by the 
viſquieting his vlurpation of Port ingall as without ditft; 
tultie in keeping the commoditie of his Indies from him, 


by ſending an armie ſo accompliſhed, as map not bee ſub: 
tect to thole extremities which we haue endured: except he 


dꝛaw fo2 thole defences, his foꝛces out ofche Lowe coun 


tries and diſfurniſh his gariſons of Naples and Milan, 


which with fafetie of thoſe places he may not do, And pet 


by this meane ſhall rather be inkoꝛced thereunto, than by 


any fo2ce that can be vſed there againſt him: wherefoze J 
directly conclude, that this pꝛocceding is the moſt ſafe and 


neceſſatie way to be held againſt him; and therefoze moze 
impoꝛting, than the warre in the Lowe Countries. 


Vet hath the tourney (J know) been much miſliked bß 


ſome, who either thinking tw wozthelp ofthe Spaniards 
valour, to indifferently of his purpoſes againſt vs, oꝛ to 
vnwoꝛthely of them that vndertoke this iourney againſt 
him, did thinke it a thing dangerous to encounter the 
Spaniard at his owne hene, a thing nerdleſſe to pꝛoccede 
by inuaſion againſt him, a thing of to great moment fo2 
two ſubiecs of their qualitie to vndertake. And therefo2e 
did not lo aduance the begtunings as though they hoped 

fo2 anp god ſuceſſe thereof, 
The chaunces ok warres bee things moſt vncertaine 2 
fo) an. ſocuer undertake them, they are in "hat 
ut 
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but as chaſtizements appointed by God foz the one ſive oꝛ 
the other, Foꝛ which purpoſe it hath pleaſed him to giue 
ſome victozies to the Spaniards of late peares againſt 
ſome whome he had in purpoſe to ruine. But if we conſts 
der what warres they be that haue made. their name ſo ter⸗ 
rible, we ſhall finde them to haue been none other, than a⸗ 
gainſt the barbarous Moores, the naked Indians, and the 
N bnarmed Net herlanders whoſe pelding rather to the 
; name than act of the Spaniards, hath put them into ſuch a 
, conceipt of their mightines, as they haue conſiderately 
vndertaken the conqueſt of our Monarchie, conſiſting of 
a people vnited and alwaies held ſufficiently warlike: az 
gainſt wham, what ſucceſſe their inuincible Armie had the 
laſt peare, as our verie childꝛen can witnes, ſo J doubt not 
but this voyage hath ſufficiently made knowne, what they 
are tuen bpon their owne dounghull: which had it been ſet 
out in ſuch ſoꝛt as it was agreed vppon by their firſt de⸗ 
maund, it might haue made our Mation the moſt glozious 
people of the wozld, Foz hath not the want of 8. of the 
I2,p&ces of Artillerie which was pꝛomiſed vnto the Avs 1 
uenture, loſt her Maieſtie the poſſeſſion of the reyne, and 1 
many other places, as hereafter hal appeare; whole defen- 
cible Rampiers were greater than our batterie (ſuch as it 
was) cold foꝛce: andtherefoze were left vnattempted. 
It was alfs reſolued to haue ſent 600, Engliſh hoꝛſe 
ofthe Lowe Countries, wherof we had not one, notwith⸗ 
ſtanding the great charges expended in their tranſpozta- 
tion hither: and that may the Armie aſſembled at Pente de 
Burgos thanke God of, as well as the foꝛces of Portingall: 
74 who koꝛeranne vs ſire daies together: Did wee not want 
ſeauen of ÿᷣ thirteene old Companies, we ſhould haue had 
from thence:foure of the ten dutch Companies : & lire ot 
their men of warre foꝛ the ſea,from the Hollanders: which 
J map iuſtly ſap we wanted, in that we might haue had ſa 
many god ſouldiers, ſo many god ſhippes, and ſo many 
able bodies moze than we had: 
Did there not, vpon the firſt thinking of the Journey 
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diuers gallant Courtiers put in their names fo2 aduentu⸗ 
rers to the ſumme ok roco li. who ſeeing it went fozward 
in god earneſt, aduiſed themſelues better, and laid the 
want of ſo much money vpon the Journey? os 
' TUas there not moꝛeouer a round ſumme ofthe aduen. | 
ture ſpent in leuieng, furniſhing, and maintepning thee 
moneths 1 500, men ko} the ſeruice of Berghen:with which 
companies the Mutinies of Oend , was ſuppzeſſed ; a 
ſeruice ofno ſmall moment? | 
That miſerie the detraaing of the time of our ſetting | 
out, which ſhould haue been the firſt of Febzuarie, did lap ! 
bpon vs, to many can witneſſe: and what extremitie the 
want ofthat moneths vicualls which we did eate, during 
the moneth wee lay at Plimoth for a winde, might haue 
dziuen vs vnto, no man can doubt ok, that knoweth what 
men do liue by, had not God giuen vs in the end a moze 
pꝛoſperous winde and ſhozter paſſage into Galeria, then 
hath been often ſeenz where our owne fozce and foꝛtune re. 
uictualled vs largely: of which croſſe windes that held vs 
two dates after our going out, the Generalls being wea- 
rie, thzuſt to Sea inthe ſame, wiſely choſing rather to 
attend the change thereof there; than by being in harbo⸗ 
rough to loſe any part ofthe better when it ſhould come 
by hauing their men on ſhoare : in which two daies 25.0f 
our companies ſhipped in parte ofthe fleete, were ſcattered 
from vs, either not being able oꝛ willing to double ant. 
Theſe burthens 2 our Generalls befoze their 
going out, they haue patientlie endured, and J thinke they 
haue thereby much enlarged their hono? : fo2 hauing done 
thus much with the want of our Artillarie, 600, hozſe, 
3000, fate, zoooo li,of their aduenture, and one moneths 
victualls of their pꝛopoztion, what map bee coniecturey 
they would haue done with their full compliment + 
Fo? the loſſe of our men at Sea, ſince wee can lay it on 
none but the wiil of GDD, what can be ſaide moze, than 
that it is his pleaſure, to turne all thoſe impediments to 
the honour or them, againſt whome they were intended: 
| | | | any 
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and he will ill ew himſelfe che God of hoaſts in doing 
great things by them, whome many haue ſought to obs 
ſcure:who if they had let the actionfal at the height there- 
of in reſpect of thoſe defeats, which were ſuch eſpecially fo2 


the ſeruice at land, as would haue made a mightie ſubiet 


ſtoope vnder them; J do not ſee, how any man could iuſt⸗ 


ly haue laide any repꝛoach vpon him whoxommanded the 


ſame: but rather haue lamented the iniquitie of this time, 
wherein men whom fozrein Countries haue fo2 their con-

Onelp foꝛ your inſtruction, a⸗ 
gainſt them who had almoſt ſeduced pou from the true o- 
pinion pou ought to holde of ſuch men, you ſhall vnder- 
ſtand that Generall Norris from his boke was trained 
vp in the warres ofthe Admirall of Fraxce : and in verie 
voung peares had charge of men vnder the Erle of Eſſex 
in 7re/and : which with what commendations he then dil⸗ 
charged, J ieaue to the repozte of them who obſerued 
thoſe ſeruices, Upon the bꝛeach betwixt Don Tohn and the 
States, he was made Colonell Generall ofall the Cg 
foꝛces there pꝛeſent, oꝛ to tome, which he continued two 
peares: he was then made Marſhall of the field, under 
Conte Hohenlo: and after that, Generall of the armie in 
Friſland : at his comming home inthe time of Monſiers 
gouernement in Flanders, hee was made L o2d Pꝛeſident 
of Monſter in freland: which he yet holdeth,from whence 
within one peare he was ſent foꝛ, and ſent Generall ofthe 
_ Engliſhfozces her Maieſtie then lent ts the Lowe Conn- 
tries: which hee held till the Earle of LezceFers going 0s 
uer. And hee was made Marthall of the field in £70/an dd, 


the enemie being vpon our Coaſt, and when it was expec⸗ 
| | ted 
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ted the Crowne of £xg/and ſhould haue been tried by bat, 
taile. Atl which places of commandement which neuer a- 
ny Engliſh-man ſucceſſiuely attained vnto in fozraine 
TUarres , and the high places her Maieſtie hath thought 
him wozthie of, may ſuffice to perſwade you, that he was

It hath been pꝛo⸗ 
ned by ſtrickt examinations of our muſters,that wee were 
neuer in our kulnes befoze our going from 7lymerh 
11000, Soldiers, noꝛ aboue 2500, Marriners, Jt is al⸗ 
ſo euident that there returned aboue 6000, of all ſoꝛts, as 
appeareth by the ſeuerall payments made to them ſince 
our comming home. And J haue truely ſhewed you that 
of theſe number verie neare 3000. foꝛfoke the Armie at 
the Sea, whereof ſome paſſed into France and the reſt re⸗ 
tourned home. So as wee neuer being 13000. in all, 
and hauing bꝛought home aboue 6000, with vs, pou may 
ſee how the word hath been ſeduced, in beleeuing that wee 
haue loft 16000. men by ſicknes.

Co them that haue made queſtion ok the . of Anſwers to the 
che warres (little knowing what appertaineth therunto in / 
that ther were ſo many dꝛũkards amongſt vs) J anſwer, 
that in their gouernment of ſhires & pariſhes, yea in their 
verie houſholdes, themſelues can hardlie bꝛidle their vaſ- 
ſalls from that vice. Fo2 we ſe it a thing almoſt impoſ- if 
ſible,at any pourfaires 02 publique aſſemblies to finde any ; 
quarter thereofſober , 02 in pour Townes any Alepoles 
vnfrequented: And we obſerue that though any man ha⸗ 
uing any diſozdered perſons in their houſes, do locke vp 
their dꝛinke and ſet buttlers vpon it, that they will pet et- 
ther by indirect meanes ſcale themſelues dzunke from 
their Maſters tables, oꝛ runne abꝛoad to ſeeke it. Ik then 
at home in the eyes of pour Juſtices, Papoꝛs, Pꝛeachers, 
and Maſters, and here they pay foꝛ euerie pot they take, 
they cannot be kept from their liquoꝛ: do they thinke that 
thoſe baſe diſo2dered perſons whome themlelues ſent vn⸗ 
to vs, as living at home without rule, who hearing ol 
wine do long koꝛ it as adatnetie that their purſes could ne⸗ 
ucr reach to in England, hauing it there without money 
euẽ in their houſes where they lie & hold their guarde thap 
can be kept from being dꝛunk ? and once dꝛunk held in a⸗ 
ny oꝛder 02 tune, except we had fo euerie dꝛunckard an of- 
ficer to attend him. But who be they that haue runne in 
to theſe diſoꝛders : Euen our neweſt men, our poungeſt 
men, and our idleſt men, and fo2 the moſt parte, our ſlo⸗ 
uenly pꝛeſt men, whome the Juſtices (who haue alwaies 
thought vnwoꝛthely ok anp warre) haue ſent out as the 
ſcumme and dꝛegges of their Countrep, And choſe were 
they, who diſtempering themſelues withtheſe hot wines, 
haue bꝛought in that ſicknes, which hach inkeced honeſter 
men than themſelues. But J hope(as in other places) the 
recouerie of their diſeaſes doth acquaint their bodies with 
the ayꝛe ofthe Countries where they be; fo the remain: 
der of theſe which haue either recouered , 02 paſt without 
ficknes willpzoue moſt ſit foꝛ Barttall ſeruiſes, 


If we baue wanted Surgions,may not this rather be Anſwerer the

laide vpon the Captaines: who areto pꝛouide foꝛ their ſe» 


uerall Companties,thanvpon the Generalls, whoſecare 


bath been moze generall. And how may it be thought that 
euerie Captaine, vpon whome moſt of the charges of rai⸗ 


ſing their Companies was laid as an aduenture could 


pꝛouide themſelues of all things expedient foꝛ a warre, 
(which was alwaies wont to bee maintained by the purſe 
ofthe Þ2zince:) But admit euerie Captainehad his Sur- 
gion: pet were the want of curing neuer the leſſe, fox 


our Engliſh Surgions (foz the moſt) part bee vnexpe- 


rienced in hurts that come by ſhot ; becauſe England 
bath not knowen warres, but of late, from whoſe 
ignoꝛance pzoceeded this diſcomkoꝛt, which J hope will 
warne thoſe that heercafter goe to the warres to make 
pꝛeparation of ſuch as map better en mens liues 
by their kill. 


From whence the want of carriages did p20c&ede, pou 


may contecttre in that we marched thzough a Countrey, 


neither plentifull of ſuch pꝛouiſions, no2 willing to parte 


from any thing: pet this J can aſſure pou that no man of 
wozth was left either hurt oz ſicke in any place vnpꝛoui⸗ 
ded fo2, And that the General commanded all the Mules 
& Alles, that were laden with anp baggage, to be vnbur⸗ 
dened and taken to that vſe 3; and the Earle of Eſſex and 
hee, foꝛ money hired men to carrie men vpon Pikes, And 
the Earle (whoſe true vertue and Nobilitie, as it doth in 
all other his actions appeare , ſo did it very much in this) 
thꝛew his owne ſtuffe: Jmeane apparrell and neceſlaries 
which he had there from his owne carriages, and let them 
be left by the way, to put hurt and ſicke men vpon them. 
Ok whoſe molt honozable deſeruings: J ſhall not nerde 
here to make any particuler diſcourſe, fox that many of 
bis actions de hereafter giue mer occaſion to oblerue the 


And the great complaint that theſe men make fo; the 
want of victualls; may well pꝛoceed from their not knows 
ing the wants of | 0 if to feede vppon god 
beeues

beeues, mutton and goats, be to want, they haue indured 
great ſcartitie at land; whereunto they neuer wanted two 
daies together, wine to mixe with their water, noꝛ bead 
to eate with their meate ( in ſome quantitie), except it were 
ſuch as had vowed rather to ſtarue, than to ſtirre out of 
their places foꝛ fwd : of whom we had to manie; who if 
their time had ferued fo2 it, might haue ſeene in manie 
Campes in the moſt nlentikull Countries of the woꝛld for 
victualls, men daplie die with want of bꝛead and dzink, in 
not hauing money to bup, noz the Countrie peelding as 
nie god o2 healthful water in auie place; whereas both 


Spaine and Portingall, do in evericplace affw2d the beſt wa: 


ter that may be, aud much moze ealthtull than any wine 
koꝛ our dzinking. 

And although ſome haue moſt injuriouſlie exclaimed a- 
gaintt the ſinall pꝛouiſions of victualls-foz the Sea, ra- 
ther grounding the ſame vppon an euill that might haue 
fallen, than ante that did light vppon vs: yet kiowe you 
this, that there is no man ſo koꝛgetfull, that will ſay they 
wanted befoze they came to the Coyne; that whoſoeuer 
made not verie large pꝛouiſious fo himſelle and his com» 
pany at the Greyne, was verte impzouident, where 
was plentifull ſtoze of wine, beeke, and fiſh, and no, 
man of place pꝛohibited to laye in the ſame into their 
ſhippes; wherewith ſome did ſo furniſh themſelues, 
as they did not onely in the Journey ſupplie the wauts of 
ſuch as were leſſe pꝛouident than they, but in their return 
home made a round commoditie of the remainder thereof, 
And that at Ca/cas there camt in ſuch ſtoze of pꝛouiſions 
into the Fleece out of England, as no man that would 
haue vſed his diligence could haue wanted his due pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tion thereof : as might appeare by the Remainder that 
was returned to P/ymouth, and the plentifull ſale thereof 
made out of the Merchants ſhips alter their comming in 
to the Thames. 

But leaſt I ſheuld ſeeme onto you to Qudious in con⸗ 
futing idle opunons, 02 anſwering kriuolous queſtions, 
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twill addzeſſe me to the true repozt of thoſe actions that 
baue paſſed there: wherein J pzoteſt, J will neither hide 
anie thing that hath happened againſt vs, noz attribute 
moꝛe to ante man oz matter, than the iuſt occaſions ther: 
of leadeth vnto: wherein it ſþqll appeare, that there hath 
been nothing lekt vndone by the Generalls which was be- 
foze our going out vnvertaken by them; but that there : 
hath been much moꝛe done than was at che firſt required 
by Don Antonio, who ſhould haue reaped the fruite of 
our Aduenture. 

Atter 6. daies ſailing from the Coaſt of England, and 
the fift after we had the winde god, bceing the 20,0f A.

: 1 oux Armie lap in the villages, houſes and milles next ad⸗ 
ſopning, and verie neare round abont the Towne, into

| two ſmaller ſhips, and two Gallics which were found in | 
; the Rode, did beate vpon vs and vpon our Companies, ? 
as they paſſed tw and fro that night and the next moz- 
ning. 
Generall Norris bauing that moꝛning befoze day view: 
ed the Towne, found the ſame defended on the land ſide 
(fo2 it ſtandeth vponthe neck of an Jland) with a wal vp- 
pon a dꝛie ditch: wherupon bereſolged to trie in two pla- 
; ces what might be done againſt it by eſcalade, and in the 
meane time aduiſed fo2 the landing of ſome Arcillarie to 
beat vpon the ſhips d Gallies, chat they might not annop 
vs: which being put in execution, vpon the planting of the 
firſt peece the Gallies abandoned the Road, and betwke 
them to Farroll, not farre from thence : and the Armado 


being beaten with the artillary x mulketers that was pla: | 
ced | 
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| ced vpon the nere ſhoare, left her playing vpon vs. The 
reſt of the day was ſpent in preparing the Companies, 9 
other p2outttons readie fo the ſurpziſe of the Bale towne, 
which was effecnedin this ſozt. 1 
There were appointed to be landed 1 2 00, men under 
| the conduct of Colonell Huntley, and Captaine Fenner 
þ the Utzeavmirall, on that ſide next fronting vs by water 
in long boates and pynniſes, wherein were placed manie 
peeces of artillarie to beate vpon the Towne in their ap- | 
pꝛoach: at the coꝛner of the wall which defended the ocher 
water (ide, were appointed Captain Richard Wingtetld | 
Lieutenant Colonell to Generall Norris, and Captaine | 
Sampſon Lieutenant Colonell to Generall Drake to en: | / 
ter at lowe water with 5 00. meu if they found it paila- 
ble, but ik not, to betake them to the eſcalade, fo) theychad | 
alſo ladders with them: at the other cozner of the wall 
which ioyned to that ſide, that was attempted by water, 
were appopnted Colonell V mpton , and Coioncll 
Brett with 30 0. men to enter by eſcalade. All the 
Companies which ſhould enter by boate being imbarked 
befoze the lowe water: and hamag given the Alarme, 
Captaine Wingfeild and Captaine Sampſon betwke the 
„ to the eſcalade, foꝛ they had in commandement to charge 
all at one inſtant. The boates landed without enie great 
difficultie: yet had they ſome men hurt in p landing. Co⸗ 
lonell Bret # Col. V mpton entred their quarter wit hour. 
encounter, not finding anie defence made againſt them: 
foꝛ Captain Hinder being one ok them that entred by wa- 
ter, at his firſt entrie (with ſome of his owne Comyante | 
whom he truſted well, betoke himſelfe to that part ofthe | 
wall, which he cleered befoze that they offered to enter, * 
ſa ſtill ſcoured the wall) till he came on the backe of them 
who mainteined the fight againſt Capteine Wingfeild F 
5 Captaine Sampſon; who were twice beaten from their 
ladders, and found verie god reſiſtance, till the Enemies | 
| perceiuing ours entred in two places at their backs, wire 
| dziuen to abandon the ſame. The reaſon why that place

was longer defended than the other, is (as Don Tuan de 
Luna who commanded the ſame affirmeth) that the Ene⸗ 
mie that day had reſolued in councelhow to make their de- 
fences, ik they were appꝛoached: and therein concluded, 
that it we attempted it by water, that it was not to be 
helde, and therekoꝛe vpon the diſcouerie of our Boatesg, 
they of the high Towne ſhould make a ſignall by ſier frõ 
thence, that al the low Towne might make their Retreate 
thither: but they, (whither troubled with che ſadaine ter⸗ 
roꝛ we bzought vpon them, o2 foꝛgetting their decree) o⸗ 
mittedthe fer, which made them gard that place till wee 
were entred on euerie ſide. 

Then the Towne being entred in thzee ſeuerall places 
with an huge crie, the inhabitants betoke them to the high 
Towne: which they might with leſle perrill do: foꝛ that

Alo hee laich that there was oꝛder giuen foꝛ ba« 
king of 3 0 0/90-0; af Biſqutt, lotne in Barn, 
ſome in Kinadlea, and the reſt there. 

There was then in the Towne 2 © 00, pipes of 
wine, and an x50, in the ſhips, | 
That there was lately come vnto the Marquis of 
Seralba 260000; ducats. 
That there was 1000. Jarres of ople; 
wer great quantiie ofbcanes, pcaſe, wheate, and 
That there was 5 000. quintells of beeke, 

And that not 20. dapes befoze there came in thꝛer 

Barques laden with match and harquebuſes. 
Some others alſo found fauour to be taken pꝛiſoners, 


but the reſt falling into the hands ok the common Soldi-, 


ers, had their thꝛoates cut: to the number ok 5 00, as J 
caniecture firft and laſt after wee had entred the Towne; 


and in che enterie thereok, there was found euerie celler 


full of Tine, whereon our men by inozdinate dzinking, 


both grewe them ſelues fo2 the pꝛeſent ſencelcs of the dan⸗ 


ger of theſhot ofthe Towne , which hurt many of them 


being dꝛunke, and toke , the firſt ground oftheir ſicknes, 


fo of ſuch was dur firſt and chieteſt moꝛtalitie. There 
was alſo aboundant ſtoꝛe of victualls, ſalt and allkinde of 
pꝛouiſton foꝛ ſhipping and the warre: which was conkel⸗ 
ſed by the ſayd Commiſſarie of victuals taken there to be 
the beginning of a Magaſin of all ſoꝛts of pzouilion fo2 a 


new Uoiage into England : whereby pou map coniecture 


what the ſpoile thereof hath aduauntaged vs, =, pꝛeiu⸗ 
diced the King of Spaine. 
The next mzntag about eight of the clocke, the Ene⸗ 


mie abandoned their Shippes, And hauing ouercharged 
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the A thilarie ofthe Gallion, left bert on fler, which burnt 
in terrible ſoꝛt two daies together, the ſter and ouerchar⸗ 
ging okthe perces being ſo great, as of 50. that were in her, 
ther wer not aboue 16. taken out whole, the reſt with ouer 
charge of the pouder being broken and molten, with heat 
of the fire, was taken out in broken peces into diuerſe 
Shippes. The lame dap was the Eloifter on the ſouth 
ſideof the Towne entered by vs, which ioyned very neare 
to the wall of che Towne, out ofthe Chambers and other 


places whereof wee beate into the ſame with our Mul⸗ 
quetiers. 


The next dap ia the afternone there tame downe ſome 


zoo. men gathered together out ofthecountrie, euen to 
to the gates of the towne, as reſolutlie (led by what ſpi⸗ 
rit J knowe not) as though they would haue entered the 
ſame: but at the firſt defence made by ours that had the 


gard there, wherein were ſlaine about eighterne of theirs, 


they toke them to their heeles in the ſame diſoꝛder they 


made their appꝛoach, and with greater ſpeede than ours 


were able to followe; Notwithſtanding, we followed af: 
ter them moꝛe than a mile, The ſecond day Col, Huntley 
was ſent into the countrie with thꝛer 02 foure hundzed 


men, who bzought home verie great ſtoꝛe ot C owes and 


Sheepe fo} our relieke. 
The third day in the night the Generall had in pur: 


pole to take a long Munition houſe butided vpon their 


wall, opening towards vs, which would haue giuen vs 
great aduauntage againſt them; but they knowing the 
commoditie thereof foꝛ vs, burnt it in the beginning of the 


euening: which put him to a newe councell, fo2 hee had 


likewiſe bꝛought ſome Artillarie to that ſive of the towne, 
During this time, there happened a verie great fire in 
the lower end of the towne ; which had it not been by the 
careof the Generals heedilie ſeen vnto,and the furte there: 
of pꝛeuented, bypulling downe many houſes which were 
moſt in danger, as next vnto them, had burnt all the pꝛo⸗ 
utltons we found there, to our wonderkull e 
ve 
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19 
The 4. dap were planted vnder the garde of theCloys 
ller two demie Canons, and two Culuerings againſt the 
towne, defended o2 gabbioned with a croſſe wall, thꝛough 


the which our batterie lay; the firſt & ſecond tyꝛe whereof 


ſhoke al the wallvowne,ſo as the oꝛdnance lap al open to 
the enemie, by reaſon whercaf ſome of p Canoniers were 
ſhot & ſome llaine. The Lieutenant alſo of che oꝛdnance 
Maſter Spencer was ſlaine faſt by Sir Edward Norris, 
Maſter thereof; whole valoꝛ being accompanted with an 
honoꝛable care of defending that truſt committed vnto 
him, he neuer lelt that place, till he receiued direction from 


the Generall his bzother to ceaſe the Batterie which hee 


pꝛeſently did, leauing a guard vppon the ſame fo2 that 
day: and in the night following made ſo god defence fo 
the place of the Batterie, as after there were verie fewe oz 
none annoyed therein, That day Captain Good in had 
in commandement from the Generall, that when the al⸗ 
ſault ſhould be giuen to the Towne, he ſhould make a pꝛo⸗ 
fer of an eſcalade on the other fide, where hee helde his 
guard: but he ( miſtaking the lignall that ſhould haue been 


giuen) attempted the ſame long bekoꝛe the aſſault, # was 


ſhot in the mouth. The lame dape the Generall hauing 


planted his Oꝛdenance readie to batter, cauſed the towne 


to be ſommoned, in which ſommons, they of the Towne 
ſhot at our Ozum ; immediately ałter that there was one 
hanged ouer the wall, and a parley deſired, wherein they 
gaue vs to vnderſtand, that the man hanged, was he that 
ſhot at the. Ozum bekoze; wherein alſo they intreated to 
haue faire warrs,with p2zomile of the ſame on their parts: 
the reſt of theparlep was ſpent in talking of Don Iuan de 
Luna, and ſome other pꝛiſoners, and ſomwhat ok the ren⸗ 


dꝛing ok the Towne, but not much, koz they liſtened not 


greatly thereunto. 


Generall Norris hauing by his ſkilfull viewe of the | 


Towne (which is almoſt all ſeated vpon a Rocke) found 


one place therof myneable, æ did p2eſently ſet wozkmen in 


hand withal: who after 3. daies laboꝛ, ( the leuenth after 
| D 2 wee 
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20 
wer were entred the baſe Towne) had bedded their pow- 
der, but indeed not farre inough into the wall. Agaynſt 
which time bꝛeach made by p cannon being thought al⸗ 
ſaultable, and Companies appopnted as wel to enter the 

fame, as that which was expeced ſhould beblowen vp by 
the Myne: namehy to that ox the Cannon, Captaine Ri- 
chard Wingfeild, and Captaine Philpot, who lead the 
Generalls kwte Companie ; with whom alſo Captaine 
Y orke went, whole ppincipall Commandment was ouer 
the hozſmen; And to that ok the Pyne, Captaine Toh 
Samplon, and Captain Anthonic Wingſeild Lieutenant 
Colonell to the aſter ofthe Oꝛdinante, with certain ſe⸗ 
lected out ol diuers Regiments. All theſe Compantes be- 
lng in Armes, and the allault intended to be giuen in all 
places at an inſtant, ler was put to the train ofthe Pyne: 
but by reaſon the powder b2ake out backwards in a place 
where the caue was made tw high, there could be nothing 
done tn either place fo2 that vay. During thts time, Cap: 
taine Hinder was ſent with ſome choſen out of encrie 
Companie into the countriefo2 pꝛouiſions, whereof hee 
 bzonche in good ſtoꝛe, and returned withont loſſe. 

The next day Captaine Anthonie Sampſon was ſent 
out with ſome 5 oo. to fetch in pꝛouiſions koꝛ the Armie, 
who was encountred by them of che Countrie:but he put 
the to flight, c returned with god ſpople, The ſame night 
the Myners were ſet to woꝛke againe, who by the ſecond 
day after had wꝛought verie wel into the foundation ofthe 
wall, Againſt which time the Companies akozeſaid being 
in readines koꝛ both places (Generall Drake on the other 
five with 2.02 300. men in Pinnaces, making p2ofer to 

attempt a Frong Foꝛt vpon an Jland beſoze the Towne, 

where helcft moꝛe than 30. men) fter was giuen to the 
trayne of the £pnc, which blew vp halfe the Tower vn⸗ 
der which the powder was planted, The Alſatlants ha: 
zung in ch arge v on the effecting of the Myne pꝛeſently to 

Siuc the allault, which they did accoꝛdingly; but to ſone, 

{02 anne entred the top ofthe beach. the other halfe - | 
the

the Tower, which with the firſt fozce of the powder was 
onely ſhaken and made looſe, fell vppon our men: under 
which were buried about 20. oz 30. then being vuder that 
part of the Tower, This ſo amazed our men that ſtoop 
in the breach. not knowing from whence that terroꝛ came, 
asthey fozſake their Commanders, and left them among 
the ruines of the Ppne, The two Enſignes ok Generall 
Drake and Captaine Anthonie Wingfeild, were ſhot in 
the Bzeach, but their colours were reicued: the Generals 
by Captaine Samplons Lieutenant, and Captaine Wing- 
feilds by hünſelke. Amongſt them that the wall kell vpon, 
was Captaine Sydnam pitifullp loſt: who hauing three 
on koure great ſtones vpon his lower parts, was helde ſo 

faſt, as neither himſelfe could ſtirre, no2 ante reaſonable. 
Companie recoucr him, Notwithſtanding the next daye 
being kound to be aliue,ther was 10,0} 12. loſt in attemp- 
ting to relieve him. ; 

The bꝛeach made by the Cannon, was wonderful wel 
aſſaulted by them that had the charge therof, who brought 
their men to the puſh of the pike at the tap of the Bꝛeach. 
And being readie to enter, the loſe earth (which was in 
dede but the rubbiſh of the outſide of the wall) with the 
weight of them that were thercon ſlipped outwards from 
vnder their keete. UWhereby did appeare halke the wal vn 
battered, Fo2 let no man thinke that Culuerine oz Demie 
Cannon can ſufficiently batter a defenſible Nampier:and 
ok thoſe peeces we had, the better ofthe Demi Canons at 
the ſecondſhot bꝛake in her cariages,ſo as the battrie was 
of leſſe fo2ce, being but of thieepteces, 

In our Retreat (which was from both beaches tho⸗ 
rowe a narrowe lane) were many of our men hurt: and 
Captaine Dolphin, who ſerued verte well that day, was 
hurt in the verie Bꝛeach. The kailing of this attempt, in 
the opinion of all the beholders, & of ſuch as were of beſt 
iudgement, was the fall of the ©p1'e : which had doubt⸗ 


teſſe ſucceeded, the rather, becauſe the appꝛoach was vn⸗ 


loked fo2 by the Encmie in that place, and therefoze not 
ſo 
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ſo much defence made there as inthe other, Which made 
the Generall grow to a new reſolutton ; Foz finding that 
two dayes batterie had ſo little beaten their wall, and that 
he had no better pꝛeparation to batter withall: he knewe 
in his experience, there was no god to be done that wap: 
whith Ithinke he firſt put in pꝛoke, to trie if by that ter⸗ 
roꝛ he could get the vpper Towne, haulng no other waie 
to put it in hazard ſo ſperdelie, and which in my conſcience 
bad obtained the Towne, had not the Defendants been in 
as great perill ok their liues by the diſpleaſure ok their 
Ring in giuing it vp, as by the bullet 02 ſwozd in deken⸗ 
ding the ſame, Foꝛ that day bekoze the aſſault, in the view 
of our Armie, they burnt a Clopſter within the Towne; 
and manie otherhouſes adioyning to the Caſtle, to make 
it the moꝛe defencible: whereby it appeared how little o⸗ 
pinian themſelues had of holding it againſtvs , had not ; 
God (who would not haue vs ſodainly made pꝛoud ) laid 
that milcoztune vpon vs. : 
Hereby it may appeare, that the foure Cannons, and 5 
other pieces of batterie pꝛomiled to the iourney, and not 
perfozmed, might haue made her Maieſtie Miſtres of the 
Groyne : foxthough the Pyne were inkoꝛtunate, vet ik the 
other bꝛeach had been ſuch as the earth would haue helde 
our men thereon, J do not thinke but they had entred it 
thꝛoughly at the firſt aſſault giuen: which had been moze 
than J haue heard ok in our age, And being as it was, is 
no moꝛe than the Pꝛince of arma hath in winning of all 
his Townes endured, who neuer entred ante place at the 
firſt aſſault, noꝛ aboue thꝛee by aſſault,

After the furie of the execution, the Generall ſent the 
Uangard one wap, and the Batcell another, to burne and 
ſpoyle; ſo as pou might haue ſeen the countrie moꝛe than 
thꝛee miles compaſſe on fire, There was found verie gov 


ſtoꝛe of Punition and Utictuals in the Campe, ſome plate 


and rich apparell, which the better ſozt left behind, they 
were ſo hotlie purſued. Dur Sailoꝛs alſo landed in an J. 
land next adioyning our ſhippes, where they burnt and 
ſpoyled all they found. Thus we returned to the Greyne, 
bzinging (mall comkoꝛzt to the enemie within the lame, 
who ſhot many times at vs as wee marched out, but not | 


once in our comming backe againe. 


The next day was ſpent in ſhipping our Artillarie lan. | 
ded fo2 the Batterie, and of the reſt taken at the Groyre, 
which had if been ſuch as might haue giuen vs any allu⸗ 
rante ok a better batterie, oꝛ had there been no other pur⸗ 
poſe of our Journey but that, J thinke the Generall 
would haue ſpent ſome moze time in the ſiege of the 
place, 

The two laſt nights, there were that undertwke to fire 
the higher towne in one place, where the houſes were 
builded vpon the wall by the water ſide: but they within 
ſuſpecting as much, made ſo good defence againſt vs, as 
they pꝛeuented the ſame, In our departure there was fire 
put into euerie houſe of the lowe towne, in ſomuch as J 
map iuſtlie ſay, there was not one houle left ſtanding in 
the Bale . the Cloyſter, 

The next dap, being the eight of Map, wee embarked 
our Armie without loſſe of a man, which ( had we not bea⸗ 
ten the Enemie at Puente de Burgos) had been impoſſible 


to haue done; fo2 that without doubt they would haue at⸗

teinpted ſomething againſt us in our imbarking: as ap- 
peared by the repozt of the Commiſlarie afozcſayd, who 


confeſccd, that the firſt night of our landing, the Dar»

Alter wee had put from thence, wee had the winde ſo 
contrarie, as wee could not vnder nine daies recouer the 
Burlings : in which paſſage on the 13. day, the Earle of 
Eſſex, and with him Maſter Walter Deuereux his bꝛo⸗ 
ther(a Gentleman of wonderful great hope), Sir Roger 
Williams, Colonell generall of the fot men, Sir Philip 
Butler, who hath alwaies been moſt inward with him, 


and Sir Edward Wingficld, came into the Fleete, The 


Carle hauing put himtelfc into the Journey againſt the 


opinion ofthe woꝛld, and as it ſeemed to the hazard of his 


great foztune, though to the great aduancement of his 
reputation, (foxas the honozable cariage of himſelfe tos 
wards all men,doth make him highlie eſteemed at home; 
ſo did his exceeding kozwardnes in all ſeruices, make him 
to be wondrred at amongſt vs) who, J ſap, put off in the 
fame winde from Famouth, that wee left Ply mouth in,

fully. But whether it were by water oz by honnte, the 

paze men were popſoned. 
Chat night the Earle of Eſſex, and Sir Roger Willi- 
ams went ont about eleuen of the clo. k with x © oo. men 

to lye in Ambulcade neere the Towne, and having layd 
the ſame verie neere, ſent ſome to gine the Alarme vnto 
the Enemie: which was well perkoꝛmed by them that had 
the charge thereof, but the Enemie rekuſed to iſſue after 
them, ſo as the Catle returned as ſone as it was light 
without doing ante thing, though he had in purpoſe, and 
was reavie to hauc given an honourable Chardge on 
them, 

The 25. of May in the evening we tame to the Sub- 
urbes of Lisbone : at the verie entrance whereof, Sir Ro- 
ger Williams calling Captain Anthony W inglield with 
bim, twke thirtie ſhot oꝛ thereabouts, and firſt: ſcowꝛed al 
the ſtreetes till they came verie neare the Towne ; where 
they found none but olde folkes and beggers, crying, /:- 
ua el Rey Don Antonio, and the honſes ſhut vp: fo they 
had carried much of their wealth into the Towne, and had 
fired ſome houſes by the water ſide, ful of cozne and other 
pꝛouiſions of victualls, leaſt we ould be beneſited there⸗ 
by, but pet left behinde them great riches in manie 
houſes.

Bona viſta, ft in placing Muſquetiers in houſes, to krunt

Vp this time our men being thꝛoͤughly wearie with our 
ſire dayes March: and the laſt nights watch, were de⸗ 
firous of reſt: whereof the Enemie being aduertiſed, a- 
bout one oꝛ two of the clocke ſallied out ofthe Town, and 
made their appꝛoach in thꝛer ſeuerall ſtreates vpon vs, but 
chiefly in Colonell Bretts quarter: who (as moſt ok the 
Armie was) being at reſt, with as much ſperd as he could, 
d2ewhis men into Armes, and made head againſt them ſa 
thꝛoughly, as himſelfe was flaine in the place, Captaine 
Carley ſhot thꝛough the thigh, ok which hurt he died with 
in four dapes after, Captaine Carre ſlaine pꝛeſently, and 


Captains Cauc hurt (but not moztally) who were all of 


his Regiment. 

This reſiſtance made as wel here, as in other quarters 
where Colonell Lane aun Colonel Medkerke comman- 
ded, put them to a ſobaine kowle retreate: in ſo much, w 

the 
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the Earle of Eſex had the chaſe of them euen to the gates 


ok the high Towne, wherein they left behinde them many 


ok their beſt Commanders: their Trope of hoꝛſmen alſo 
came out, but being charged by Captaine Yorke, with⸗ 
dzew themſelues againe , Manie of them alſo lefte the 
ſtreates, and betoke them to houſes which they found o⸗ 
pen: Foz the Serieant Maioꝛ Captaine Wilſon ſlewe in 
one houle wich his owne hands thꝛer oꝛ foure, and ceuſed 
them that were with him to kil manie others. Their loſſe 
I can aſſure pou did triple ours, aſwell in qualitie as in 
quantitle, | | 
During our march to this place, Generall Drake with 
the whole Fleete was come into ( cis, and poſſeſled the 
Towne without anie reſiſtance: manie ok the inhabitants 


at their diſcouerie of our Nauie, fled with their baggage 


into the Pountaines, and lefte the Towne fo) anie man 
that would poſſeſſe it, till Generall Drake ſent vnto 


them by a Portingall Pilot which he had on boꝛd, to offer 


them all peaceable kindnes, ſo farre fozth as they would 
accept of their King, and miniſter neceſſaries to the Ar⸗ 
mie he had bꝛought: which offer they ioyfully embzaced, E 
pꝛeſently ſent two chiefe men of their Towne, to ſigniſie 


their lopaltie to Don Antonio, and their honeſt affections 


to our people. Ahereupon, the Generall landed his Cõ⸗ 
panies not farre from the Clopſter called San Domingo, 


but not without perill ofthe ſhot of the Caſtie, which be⸗ 
ing guarded with lixtie five Spaniards helde till agaynſt 


him. | 
As our Fleece were caſting anker when they came firſt 
into that Road, there was a ſmall (hip of Bræſil that came 
from thence, which bare ta with them, and ſeemed by ſtri⸗ 


king her laples, as though ſhe would alſo haue ankered: 


but taking her fitteſt occaſion, hoyſed againe, and would 
haue paſſed vp the Riuer, but the Generall p2eſentlp dil. 
cerning her purpoſe, ſent out a Pinnace oꝛ two after her, 
which foꝛced her in ſuch ſozt, as ſhe ranne her ſelfe vppon 
che Rocks: all the men eſcaped out of her, and the lading 
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(being maniecheſts of Car) was made 1 wth 
by the ſalt water. In his going thether alſo, he twke ſhips 
of the oꝛt of Portin 570 which wer ſent from thence, with 


fiftcene other from Pedro Vermendes Xantes Serieant 
Mato: of the ſame place, laden with men and vickualls 
to Lisbone : the reſt that eſcaped, put into San Unes. 
The next dap, it pleaſed General Norris to cal al y Co- 
lonells together, and to aduiſe with them, whether it were 
moꝛe expedient to tarrie there to attend the Foꝛces of the 
Portingall hoꝛſe and fote wherof the King had made pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, and to march ſome conuenient number to Cæſcais to 
fetch our Artillarie and munition, which was all at our 
ſhips, lauing that, which foz the neceſſitie of che Sernice, 
was brought along with us: TAhereunto, ſome carried 
away with the vaine hope of Don Antonio, that moſt 
part of the Towne ſod foꝛ vs, held it beſt to make our a⸗ 
bode there, and to ſend ſome 3 000, foꝛ our Arte lariet 
p2omiling to themſelues, that the Enemie being wel bea« 
ten the day befoꝛe, would make no moze ſallyes ; Some 
others, (whoſe vnbelcfe was verie ſtrong of ante hope 


_ _ fromthe Portingall) perſwaded ratherto march whollie 


awap, than fo be ante longer carried away with an opini⸗ 
on of things, wherof there was ſo little apparance. The 
Generall, not willing to leaue ante occaſton ok blott to be 
lapd vpon him foꝛ his ſpeedte going from thence, noz to 
loſe ante moꝛe time by attending the hopes of Don An- 
tonio; tolde them, that though the Expedition of Portin- 
gall were not the onely purpoſe of their Journey, but an 
aduenture therinzwhich if it ſucceeded pꝛoſperouſly, might 
make them ſuff. icicntiprich, & wondertullhonozable ; and 
that they had done ſo much alreadie in triall thercof, as 
what ende ſocuer happened, could nothing impaire their 
crebits: Pet ia regard of tbe Rings laſt pꝛomiſe, that hee 
ſhould haue that night 3000. men armed of his owne 
Countrey, he would not fo2 that night diſlodge. And ik 
they came, thereby to make bim ſo ſtrong, that hee might 
ſend the like number koz A ens he would teſolue

to trie his foꝛtune fo the Towne, But if they came not. 
be found it not conuentent to diulde his Foꝛtes, by ſend⸗ 
ing ante to Cacau, and keeping a Remainder behinde, ſi⸗ 


thence he ſaw them the vay befoze ſo boldly ſally vpon his 


whole Armie, and knew that they were ſtronger of Sol» 
diers armed within the Towne, than hee was without: 
And chat befoze our returne could be from (ai, that 
they expected moꝛe ſupplies from all places of Souldiers, 

fo: the Duke of Bragantia, and Don Franciſco de Tole- 


do were loked koꝛ with great reltefe, thereupon his cons | 


cluſion was, that ik the 3 0 00, pꝛomiſed, came not that 
night, to march wholly awap the next moꝛning. 

It map bee here demanded, why a matter of ſo great 
moment ſhould beſo llenderlie regarded, as that the Ges 
nerall ſhould march with ſuch an Armie agaiuſt ſuch an 
Enemie, befoze hee knewe either the fulnes of his owne 
ſtrength, oꝛ certaine meanes how he ſhould abide the place 
when he ſhould come to if, IAherein J pꝛay you remem⸗ 
ber the Decree made in the Councell at Penicha, and con⸗ 
firmedby publique pꝛoteſtation the firſt day ok our march, 
that our Nauie ſhould meete vs in the riuer of Liſbone, 

in the which was the ſtoze of all our pꝛouiſions, e ſothe 
mean ok our tariance in that place, which came not, thogh 


we continued till we had no Munition left to entertaine a 


verie ſmall fight. Te are alſo to conſider, that the King 
of Portingal ( whether carried away with imagination by 
the aduertiſements hee receiued from the Portingalls, op 
willing by any pꝛomiſe to bꝛing ſuch an Armie into his 
Countrie, thereby to put his koꝛtune once moe in triall) 
aſſured the Generall, that vppon his firſt landing, there 
would be a reuolt ok his ſubiects: wherofthere was ſome 
hope giuen at our firſt entrie to Penic ha, by the manner of 
the ytelding of that Towne and Fo2t, which made the 
Generall thinke it molt conuenient ſpeedilie to march to 
the pꝛincipall place, thereby to giue courage to the reſt of 
the Countrie. The Friers alſo and the pwze people that 


came vnto him, pꝛomiled that within two daies y Gentles 
1 | men 
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men and others of the countrie would come plentifully in: 
within which two dates came many moze Pꝛieſtes, and 


ſome verie fewe Gentlemen on hozſebacke ; but not till 


we came to Teras Vedras, where they that noted Þcourſe 
ok things how they paſſed, might ſomewhat diſcouer the 
weakenes of that people. There they toke two daies 
moꝛe: and at the ende thereof, referred him till our tom⸗ 

ming to Liſbone, with aſſurance, that ſo ſwne as our Ar: 
mie ſhould be ſeene there, all the inhabitants would be foz 
the King and fallvpon the Spaniards. 

After two nights tarriance at L:{5one,the King, as you 
haue heard, pꝛomiſed a ſupplie of 3000. foote, and ſome 
hoꝛſe: but allhis appoyntments being expired, euen to the 
laſt of a night, all his hozſe could not make a Coꝛnet of 
40. no? his fate furniſh two Enſignes fullie, although 
they carried thzce oꝛ foure Colours: and theſe were alto⸗ 
gether ſuch as thought to inrich themſelues by the ruine 
of their neighboꝛs: fo they committed mote diſoꝛders in 
euerie place wher we came by ſpople, thã any of our own, 

The Generall, as pou ſee, hauing done moꝛe than be⸗ 
foꝛe his comming out of England was required by the 


King, and giuen credite to his many pꝛomiſes euen to the 


beach ok the laſt, he deſiſted not to perſwade him to tap 
pet nine dates longer: in which time he might haue enga⸗ 
ged himſelfe further, than with any honoꝛ he could come 
out of againe, by attempting a Towne foztifted, wherein 
were moze men armed againſt vs, than wee had to op: 
pugne them with all our Artillarie and Munition, being 


fifteene miles from vs, and our men then declining; foz 


there was the firſt ſhewe of any great ſicknes among 
them, Thereby it ſeemeth, that either his Pꝛelacie did 
much abuſe him in perlwading him to hopes, whereof af: 
ter two 02 the daies he ſawe no ſemblance : o2 he like a 

ſillie louer, who pꝛomiſeth himſelfe fauour by impoztus 
ning a cop miſtris, thought by our long being bekoze his 
_ that inthe ende taking 1 on him, they would

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That end the Frie :s had by following bim with ſuch 
deuotion, A knowe not, but ſure Jam, the Laitie did re. 
ſpite their homage till they might ſee which wap the vit 
£02ie would (wap; fearing to ſhewe themſelues apparant. 
lie unto him, leaſt the Spaniard ſhould after our depar⸗ 
ture (il we pꝛeuailed not) call them to accompt : pet ſent 
they vnder hand meſſages to him of obedience, thereby 
to ſaue their owne if he became King; but indeede verie 
well contented to ſee the Spaniards and vs trie by blowes, 
who ſhould carrie away the Crowne, Fox they bee of ſa 
baſe a mould, as they can verie well ſubiect themſelues 
to any gouernment, where they map liue free fro blowes, 
35 and haue libertie to become rich, being loath to endure ha: 
18 ʒard either of life oꝛ gods. Foz durſt they haue put on a⸗ 
nie minds thꝛoughly to reuolt, they had thꝛee wonderfull 
god occaſions offered them during our being there. 
| Themſelues did in general! confeſſe, that there were 
153 not aboue 5000. Spaniards in that part of the Cauntrie, 8 
1 of which number the halfe were out ofthe Towne till the 8 
laſt day of our march: during which time, how eaſilie 1 
they might haue pꝛeuailed againſt the reſt, auy man ma 8 
| conceiue, But vpon our appꝛoach they toke them all inn | 
b | and combined themſelues in generall to the Cardinall, | = - 
BY The next day after our comming thether when the ſal- . 
ba] lie was made vppon vs by their moſt reſolute Spaniards, | 8 
how eaſilie might they haue kept them out, oꝛ haue giuen — 
vs the Gate which was held foz their retreate, ik they han 3 
had any thought thereof, HEH 
And two daies after our comming to Caſcaies, when 
6000. Spaniards and Portingalls came againſt vs as farre 
as S. Iulians bp land, as pou ſhall pꝛeſentlie heart, (all ; 
which time J thinke there were not many Spaniards left 
in the Towne) they had a moꝛe fit occaſion to ſhewe their 
deuotion to the Ring, than any could be offered by dur tare 
rying there. And they could not doubt, that if they had 
ſhut them out, but that we would haue fought with them 
| vpon that aduantage,hauing ſought them in Ga/:r:« vpon 
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diſaduantage to beate them: and hating taken ſo much 

paines to ſceke them at their ownehoules, whereof wee 

gaue ſufficient teſtimonie in the lame accident. But J 

thinke the feare of the Spaniard had taken ſo derpe impzel⸗ 

ſion within them, as they durſt not attempt any thing a⸗ 
gainſt them vpon antc hazard. 

Foz, what ciuil Country hath euer ſuffced themſelues 
to be conquered by ſo few men as they were; to be depzi⸗ 
ued of their naturall Ring, and to be tyrannized ouer thus 
long but they? And what Countrep liuing in llauerie un⸗ 
der a ſtran gerwhom they naturally hate: hauing an Ar⸗ 
mie in che Field to fight fo2 them & their libertie, would 
lie ſtul with the yoke vpon their neckes, attending ik ante 
ſtrangers would vnburch? them, wich out lo much as rou⸗ 
ling chemſelues vuder it but they: They will pꝛomiſe 

much in ſpeaches, fo2 they bee great talkers, whom the 
55 Generall had no reaſon to diſtruſt without triall, & there« 
{ foꝛe marched on into their Cauntrey: But they pertours. 
Wo med little in action, whereof wee could haue had no pꝛoke 
wichout this thozough triall;” Therein hee hath diſcoue⸗ 
| led their weaknelle, and honozably perkoꝛmed moze than 
could he in reaſon cxpectev of him: which had he not done, 
would not theſe malingners who ſecke occaſions ok llan⸗ 
der, haue repozted him to bee ſuſpitious ok a people, of 
? Ws whoſe tnſidelitiehe had uo teſlimonie: and to be fearfull 
E without caule,if he had refuſco to giuettedite to their pꝛo⸗ 
miles without ante aduenture Let no kriuolous Quelti⸗ 
oniſt therefoze further enquire, why he marched fo manie 
dapes fo Lisbone, and tarried there ſo ſmall a while, 
The next mozning, ſceing no perkozmance of pꝛomiſe | 
kept, he Tate oꝛder loꝛ our marching away; himleile, the | 
Carle nt e, and Sir Roger Williams remaining with 
the Stande that was mave in the high ſtreate, till the 
whole Armie was dzawne into the field, and ſo matched 
out ok the Towne, appop: ing Captam Richard Wing- 
field, and Coptatne Amuthonic Wingzheld tn the Atrere⸗ 
warb ol .

Las it was moſtikelie) would haue illued out bppon our 
rilingʒ but they: were otherwiſe aduiſed. When we were 
come into the field, euerie Battalion fell into that ozder 
which bp courſe appertained vnto them, and ſo marched 
that night vnta Caſcazes. Dad wee marched through his 
Countrit as enemies, out Souldiers had been well ſup⸗ 


plied in all their wants: but had wee made enemies ok the 


Suburbs of Liſbone, wee had been the richeſt Armie that 
euer went out of CAglind e for beſides the particuler 
wealth of euerie houſe, chere were many warebauſes by 
the water ſide full of all ſoꝛts of rich Warchandizes. 
In our march that dap, che Gallies which had ſome— 
what, but not much, annoped vs at L. Vone, (oz that our 
way lay along the riuer) attenden vs tiſl we were palt S. 
7alianr, beſtowing many ſhot amongſt vs, but did no 
barme at all, ſauing they role off a private Gentlemans 
legge, and killed the Sergeant Matos mople under him. 
»The hoꝛſemen allo followed vs a farre of, and cut off as 
many ſicke men as were not able to hold in march, no we 
had tarriage fo. 
After wehad bern two daies at Cæſcaic, wee had intelli⸗ 
gente by a Frier. that the Cnemie was marching ſtrang⸗ 


lp towards vs, and then come as far re as S. /u/:aus: which 


newes was ſo welcome to the Carte of e and the Ge⸗ 


neralls, as they offered euerie one of them to giuethe mel. 


ſenger a hundꝛed Crownes ik they found them in the 
place: fo2 the Generall deſiring nothing moze than to 
>:figght with them in field roume, diſpatched that night a 
mellenger with a Trompet, by whom he wꝛit a Cartell 
tothe Generall of their {zmic; wherein he gauethem the 
lie, in that it was by them repoꝛted that we diſlodged from 


Li{bone in viſdwev and feare of them (which iuderde was 


molt faiſe)foxthat it was ſiue of che clock in the moꝛning 
bekoie wee fell into Armes, and then went in ſuch ſoꝛt, as 
they had no courage to followe out vpon vs, Alfa he chal: 
lenged him therein, to meete him the nerte mozning 
with his whole Arinte, ik he durſt attend his comming, 
1 and 
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and there to trie out the iuſtnes of their quarrell by bats 
taile: by whom alſo the Earle of Eſ/zx (who pzeferring 
the honoz of the cauſe, which was his Countries, befoze 
his owne ſafecie) ſent aparticuler Cartell, offering him 
ſelfe againſt any of theirs, if they had any of his qualities 
oz if they would not admit of chat, ſixe, eight, oꝛ tenne. oz 
as many as they would appopnt, ſhauld mece ſo many of 
theirs in the head of our Battaile to trie their koztunes 
with them, and that they ould haue aſſurance of their 
returne and honoꝛable intreatie. | 

The Generall accozdingly made all his Armie readie 
by thꝛee of the clocke in the moꝛning and marched euen ta 
the place where they hadencamped, but they were diſlod⸗ 
ged in the night in great diſozdcr, being taken with a ſo⸗ 
daine feare that we had been come vpon them, as the Ge⸗ 
nerall was the next daye certeinly infozmed ; ſo as the 
Trumpet followed them to Ls-boxe, but could not get o⸗ 
ther anſwere to either ok his letters, but thꝛeatning to bee 
hanged, fo2 daring to bꝛing ſuch a meſſage: howbeit the 
Generall had cauſed to bee wzitten vppon the backſiveof 
their paſpoꝛt, Þ if thep did offer any violence vnto the meſs 
ſengers, he would hang the beſt pziſoners he had oktheirs: 
which made them to aduile better of the matter and to 
returne them home, but without anſwere, | 

After our Armie came to Caſcais, and the Caſtle ſom 

moned, the Caſtillan thereof graunted, that vpon fue oz 

= ſixe hot of the Cannon hee would deliuer the ſame, but 
not without ſight thereof, The Generall thinking that 
his diſtreſſe within had been ſuch foz want of men oz vic⸗ 
tualls as he could not hold it many dates, becauſe he ſawe 
it otherwiſe defencible enough, determined rather co 
make him peeld to that neceſſitie, than to bꝛing the Can. 
non, and therefoꝛe onlie ſet a gard vpon the ſame, leaſt a⸗ 
nie ſupplie of thoſe things which hee wanted ſhonld bee 
bought vnto them. But he ſtill ſtanding vpon thoſe con. 
ditions, the Generall about two dates befoze he determi⸗ 
ned to goe to Sea, bꝛought thꝛee oz foure peeces of bat- | 
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ferie againſt it: vponthe firlt tire wheredf he tendered, 
and compounded to goe awap with his baggage aud 
Armes: he had one Cannon, two'Culuerings,'one Bas: 


ſilil ke, and thꝛer oꝛ foure other fteld peeces, thi&ſcoze and 
fiue Souldiers, verie god ſtoze of munition, and vicuals 
enough in the Caſtle; inſomuch as hee might haue held 
the ſame longer than the Generall had in purpoſe to tarie 
there. One Companie of fot men was put into the garde 
thereof, til the Artillarie was taken out, our Armie ems: 
barked; which without hauing that Fozt, we could not 
without great perill haue done. hen we were readre 
to (et ſaile (one halfe of the Fozt being by oꝛder froin the 
General blowne vp by mpne)the Companie was dzawne 
away, ; | 0 
During the time we lay in the Road, our Fiete began 
the ſecond of June, and lo continued ſixe dates after ta 
fetch in ſome Hulks tothe number of 60,of Danſik, Sta- 
ten, Raſtock, Lubec and Hamburgh, laden with Spas 
nich gods, and as it ſeemed fo2 the Kings pꝛouiſion, and 
going fo2 Liſhone their p)incipall lading was Cozne, 
Maſtes, Cables, Copper, and WWlare: amongſt which 
were fone of great burthen wonderfull well bullded fo 
failing, which had no great fading in them, and therefoze 


it was thought that they were brought fo2 the Kings 


pꝛouiſion, to reinfozcc his decated Nauie: whereof there 


was the greater likelihod, in that the owner of the grea⸗ 


teſt of them, which carried two Miſnes, was knowne ta 
be verie in ward with the Cardinall, who rather than hee 
would be taken with his ſhips, committed himſelfe vnto 
bis ſmall boate, wherein he recouered S. Scbaſt ians. Into 
the which our men, that befoze were in Flerboates, were 
ſhipped, and the Flteboates ſent home with an offer of 
Conꝛne to the value of their hire, But the wind being gov 
foꝛ them foꝛ Rochel, they chole rather to loſe their Cozne 
than the winde, and ſo departed, The Senerall alſo ſent 
bis hozſes with them, and from chence ſhipped them into 


England. 1329 
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The third of June, Colonell Deuereux and Colokell 
Sidncy: being bath verie licke, departed foꝛ E gland, who 


in the whole tournep had ſhewed themſelues verie koz⸗ 


ward to all ſeruices, and in their departure verie vnwitlz 
ling to leaue vs: that day we embarked all our Armie, but 
lay in the Road vntill the eight thereof, 

The ſixt day the Carle of Eſex,vpon receipt ok letters 
from her Maieſtie, by them that bꝛought in the victualls, 
pꝛeſentlte departed towards England, with whom Sir 
Roger Williams was verie deſirous to goe, but found the 


Generals verie vn willing he ſhould do lo, in þ he bare the 


next place vnto them, and ik they ſhould miſcarrie, was to 
commaund the Armie. And the ſanze day there came vnto 
bs two ſmall Barkes that bꝛought tidings of ſome other 
ſhippes come out of gland with victualls, which were 
paſſed vpwards to the Cape: foz meeting with whom, 
the ſecond day after wee ſet ſatle foꝛ that place, tn purpoſe 
after our meeting with them to goe to the Jles of eco- 
res, the ſecond day, which was the ninth, wee met with 
them comming backe againe towards vs, whoſe pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion little anſwered our expectation, Motwithſtanding, 
we reſolued to continue our courſe foꝛ the Jlands, 

About this time was the Marchant Royal, with thꝛe 
02 foure other ſhippes ſent to Percha, ts fetch away the 


Companies that were left there; but Captaine Barton 


hauing received letters from the Generalls that were ſent 
oucrland, was departed befoze, not being able by reaſon 


of the enemies ſpeedie marching thether, either to being 


away the Artillarie, oꝛ all his men, accoꝛding to the direc⸗ 
tion thoſe letters gaue him; fo2 hee was no ſoner gone, 
than the Enemie poſſeſſed the Towne and Caſtle, and 
ſhot at our ſhips as they came into the Road, 

At this time alſo was the Ambaſſadoz from the Ente 
perour of Moroto, called Rays Hamer Bencaſamp, re- 
turned, and with him Maſter Ciprian, a Gentleman of 
god place and deſart,was ſent from Don Anthonio, and

The next moꝛning, the nine Gallies which were ent 
not five daies befoze out of Andoloſia lo; the ſtrengthe⸗ 
ning of the riuer of Liſbone (which being ioyned with the 
other twelue that were there befoze, though wee lay hard 
by them at S. Julians, durſt neuer make any attempt a⸗ 
gainſt vs vppon our departure from thence) were retur⸗ 
ning home, and in the moꝛning being a verte dead calme, 


in the dawning thereof fell in the winde of our Fleete, in 


the vttermoſt part whereof they aſſailed one ſtragling 
Barke of Yh mouth, of the which Captaine Cauerley 
being Captaine ok the land Companie, with his Lieute⸗ 
nant, the Maſter, and ſome of the Parriners abandoned 
the ſhippe, and betoke them to the ſhip boates, whereof 
one, in which the Maſter t the Captain wer, was overrun 
with the Gallies, and they dꝛowned. There was alſo two 


{ulks ſtragled farre from the ſtrength of the other ſhips, 


which were lo calmed, as neither they could get to vs, no} 


we to them, though all the great ſhips towed with their 


boates to haue relieued them. but could not berecoueredz 
in one of which was Captaine Minſhaw with his Com⸗ 
panie, who fought with them to the laſt, yea after his ſhip 


was on fire, which whether it was fired by himſelfe oz by 


them we could not well diſcerne, but might eaſilie iudge 
by his long and god fight, that the Enemie could not but 
ſuſteine much lolſe, who ſetting alſo vpon one other Hulk 
wherein was but a Lieutenant, and he verie ſicke, were by 
the valour ofthe Lieutenant put off, although they had 
firſt beaten her with their Artillarie, and attempted to 
board her. And leeing allo one other Hulke a league of, a 
ſterne of vs, they made towards her; but finding that ſhe 
made readie to fight with them, they durſt not kurther at⸗ 
tempt her: whereby it ſeemed their loſle being great in 
the other ſights, they were loath to pꝛocced any further. 
From that dap till the 19, of June, our direction from 
the Generall was, that ik the winde were Noꝛtherlie wer 
ſhould plie fo2 the Agçores; but if Southerlie, koꝛ the Jles 
of Bayon. Ware lay with contrarie windes abot:t that 
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plate and the Rocke, till the Southerlie wind ptewadiing 


tarried vs to Bayon, part of our ſhips tothe number of 25 . 


in a great winde which was two dayes befoze, hauing loſt 


the Admiralls and Fleece, accoꝛding to their direction, fell 


in the moꝛning of that day with Zayor , among whome, 
was Sir Henric Norris in the Hyde who had in pur: 


poſe (if the Admiralis had not come in)with ſome 5 


men out ofthem all ta haue landed, and attempted the ta- 
king of Vigo. The reſt of the Flerte helde with Generall 
Drake, who though he were two dapes befoze put vppon 
thoſe Jſlandes, caſt off againe to ſea fo; the eAgores :but 
remembꝛing how bnp2outded he was fo2 that Journey, 
t ſceing that he had loſt manie ok his great ſhiys, returned 
fo Ba on, and came in there that night in the we 
where he paſſed vp the riuer moꝛe than a mile aboue /: 
The next moꝛning we landed as mante as were abieto 
fight, which were not in the whole aboue 2 000, men, 
(koꝛ in the 17, vapes wee continued on boꝛd wee had caſt 
manie of dur men ouer bord) with which number the Cos 
lonell Generall marched to the Towne of , neare the 


which when hee appꝛoached, hee ſent Captaine Anthonie 


Wing field with a Crœpe ok ſhot to enter one ſive of the 
ſame, who found vpon euerie ſtreetes end a ſtrong Bari. 
cade, but altogether abandoned: foꝛ hauing entered the 
Towne, he found but one man therin, but might ſee them 


making way befoꝛe him to Bayov, On the other ſide of 
the Towne entred Generall Drake with Captaine Ri- 


chard Wingfield, whoſe appꝛoach on that ſide (I thinke) 


made them leaue the places they had ſo artificially made 


fo defence: there were allo tertaine ſhips ſeut with the 
Utzeadmirall to lpe cloſe befoze che Towne,to beatt vyon 
the fame with their artillarie. 

In the afternone were ſent 300, under the conduct of 
Captaine Petuin and Captame Henric Poure, to burne 
another village betwirt that & Bayon, called Borſi, r as 


much ofthe Ext ntrey as the dap would giue them leaue 


to d; which w ty a verie pleaſanerich Uallep, but thep 


burne 
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burnt itall, houſes and rome. as did others on the other 
fide of the Tow ne, both that and the next day, ſo as the 
Countrry was fpopled ſeuen oz eight miles in length. 
There was kound great ſtoze of wine in the Towne, but 
not anie thing els:koꝛ the other dates warning ok the ſhips 
that came ſieſt in, gaue them a reſpite co carrie all away. 
The next mozning by bꝛeake of the dap, the Colonell. 


Senerall, (who in abſence of the Generalls that were on 


ba2d their ſhips, tommanded that night on ſhozc) cauſed 


all our Companies to be dꝛawen out of che Towne, and 
ſent in two Trops to put ſier in euerie houſe of the lame, 


which done we imbarked againe, 

This dap, there were certaine Marriners (without as 
nie direction) put themſelues on ſhoare, on the contrarie 
ſide ok the Riuer kram vs, koꝛ pillage; who were beaten by 
the Enemie from their boates, and puniſhed by the Ge⸗ 
neralls fo their offer, in going without allowance. 


The reaſons why we attempted nothing againſt 2 


on, were befoze ſhewed to bee want of artillarie, and map 
naw be alledged to be the ſmall number ok our men: who 
ſbould haue gone againſt ſo ſtronix a place, manned with 
verie god ſouldiers, as was ſhowed by Tuan de Vera ta- 
ken at the Groyne, who confeſſed that there were 600, 

olve Souldiers in Garriſon there -of Flanders, and the 
Tercios of Naples, lately alſo returned out of the Journep 
of England: vnder the leading of |

Alſo he ſaith, there be 183.p&ces of bꝛaſſe, and fonre of 
y2on lately lapd vppon the walls of the Towne, bes 
ſides them that were there befoze, 
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The ſame day the Generalls ſceing what weake ellate 
1 our Armie was dzawen into by ſicknelle, determined to 
| man and victuall 2 0. of the beſt ſhips koz the Jflandes of 
2 | > Acores with Generall Drake, to ſ& if he could meece with 
the Indian Fleete, and Generall Norris to returne home 
with the reſt. And fo the ſhifting of men and victualls ac⸗ 
coꝛdingſy, purpoſed the next moꝛning to fall downe tothe 
Iſlands of Bh o againe, and to remaine there that daye. 
But Generall Drake accoꝛding to their appopntment be⸗ 
ing under ſaple, neuer ſtroke at the Illandes, but put 
ſtraight to ſea; whom all the Fleete followed ſauing 3 3. 
which being in the Riuer kurther than he, and at the ente⸗ 
trance out of the lame, finding the winde and tide to hard 
againſt them, were infozced to caſt Anker there foꝛ that 
night: among whom, by god Foꝛtune was the Fore- 
ſiglit, and in her Sir Edward Norris. And the night fol⸗ 
lowing, Generall Norris being dꝛiuen from the reſt ok the 
Fleete by àa great ſtoꝛ me, ( fo2 all that daye was the grea⸗ 
teſt ſtoꝛme we had all the time we were out) came agapne 
into the Jſlands, but not without great perill, hee beeing 
fozced to truſt to a Spaniſh Fiſher-mau (who was taken 
two dayes befoze at (ea) to bꝛing him in. 
| ___ Thenertmo2ninghe called a Councell of as manie as 
| he found there, holding the purpoſe he had befoze conclu⸗ 
ded with Sir Francis Drake the day bekoze, and directed 
all their courſes foꝛ gland, tarping there all that day ta | 
water and helpe ſuch with vicuall, as were lefte in won⸗ | 
derfull diſtreſſe, by hauing the victualls that came laſt, ca- 
ried away the day befoꝛe to lea, 
The next day he ſet ſayle. the tenth day after, which 
was the ſecond of July came into Ph mouth, where he 
found Sir Francis Drake, & allthe Queenes ſhtps, with 
manie ot the others, but not all: fo2 the Fleete was dil⸗ 
perſed into other harboꝛs; ſome lead by a deſire of return 
ing from whence they came, and ſome being poſſeſſed of 
the Hulkes, ſought other oꝛts from their Generals eye, 
wher eber might make their pꝛiuate commoditie of them, 
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47 
as thep haued done to their great aduantage. 

Pꝛeſently vpon their their arriuall there, the Generals 
diſſolued all the Armte, ſauing 8. Companies, which are 
vet held together, giuing euerie Souldier five ſhillings in 
money, and the Armes he bare to make monep of, which 
was mozethan could by ante meanes be due vito the: fo} 
they were not in ſeruice thꝛee months, in which time they 
had their victualls, which no man will value at leſſe than 
halfe their pay; fo2 ſuch is the allowance in her Maieſties 
ſhips to her Marriners, ſo as there remained but ten ſhil⸗ 

lings a month moꝛe to be paid, fo2 which there was not a⸗ 
ny pꝛinate man but had apparell and furniture to his own 
vſe, ſa as euerie common Souldier diſcharged, receaucd 
moze in money, bictualls,apparell and furniture, than his 
pap did amount vnto. 

Notwithſtanding, there be euen in the lame place wher 
thoſe things haue paſſed, that either do not oz will not 
conceaue the Souldiers eſtate, bv comparing their pouer⸗ 
tie and the ſhoꝛtneſſe of the time together, but lay ſome in⸗ 
iuries vpon the Generalls and the action. Tlhere,and by 
the wap, but eſpeciallie here in London, J finde there haue 
been ſome falle pꝛophets gone befoze vs, telling ſtraunge 
tales: Fo2 as our Countrep doch bꝛing koꝛth mante gal- 
lant men, who deſirous of honour, do put themſelues in⸗ 

tothe actions thereof, ſo doth it manie moze dull ſpirited, 
who though their thoughtes reach not ſo high as others, 
pet do they liſten how other mens acts do paſle, and eps 
ther beleeuing what anie man will repo2t vnto them, are 
willingly carted away into erroꝛs, 02 tied to ſome greater 
mans faith,become ſecretaries againſt a noted truth. The 
one (ozt oftheſe do take their opinions from the high way 
ſide, oꝛ at the fardeſt goe no farther than Paules to enquire 
what hath been done in this Uoyage : where, ik they 
meete with ante, whoſe capacitie bekoze their going out 
could not make them liue, noꝛ their valour maintain their 
reputation, and who went onelp foꝛ ſpople, complapning 
onthe en and milerie thereof, they thinke they! are 
ound 
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bound to giue credite to theſe honeſt men who were par⸗ 


ties therein, aud in verie charitie become ok their opini 
ons, The others to make god the lackion they are entred 
into, ik they ſee anie ok thoſe malecontents (as euerie tours 
ney peeldeth ſome) do runne vuto them like tempting 
ſpirits to confirme them in their humour, with allurance 
that they fozeſawe bekoze our going out what would bes 
come thereof, | 

Be pe not therekoꝛe to credulous in beleening enerie 
report.fo) you ſee there haue been many mote beholders of 
theſe things p haut paſled,tha aco2s1n the ſame; who by 


their experience,not hautng the knowledge of the oꝛdina⸗ 


rie wants of the warre, haue thought that to lie hard, not 
to haue their meate well dꝛeſſed, to dꝛinke ſometimes wa⸗ 


ter, to watch much, oꝛ to ſee men die and be ſlaine, was a 


miſerable thing; and not hauing ſo giuen their minds co 
the ſeruice as they are any thing inſtruced thereby, do 
foꝛ want of better matter diſcourſe ozdinarilie of theſe 
things: whereas the iourney( ik they had with that tudge- 
ment ſeen into it, and as their places required) hath giuen 
them farre moze honozable purpole and argument of diſs 


courſe, 
Theſe mens diſcontentments and miſlikings befo2e 


dur comming home, haue made me labour thus much to 


inſtruct vou in the certeintie of euerie thing, becauſe J 
would not willinglie haue pou miſcarried in the iudge⸗ 
ments of them, wherein you ſhall gine me leaue ſomes 
what to delate vpon a queſtion, which J onlte touched in 


the beginning ok my letter, namelie, whether it bee moze 
expedient fo2 our cſtate to maintaine an offenſiue warre 


againſt the Ring of Spaine in the Lowe Countries, oꝛ as 
in this iourney, to offend him in his ncerer Territozies, 


ſceing the grounds of arguing thereof are taken from the 


experience which the actions of this tourney haue giuen 

vs, 

There is no god ſubiect that will make queſtton, whe: 

ther it bee. behotefull ſoz vs to hold friendſhip with oo 
neigyh⸗ 
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neighbours ok ours o2 no, afwell in reſpect ofthe inftnite 
Þ20poztton of their ſhipping, which muſt ſtand either with 
vs, oꝛ againſt vs; as ofthe commoditie of their Harbozs, 
elpectailie that of Yung, by the fauour wherok our Ma- 
ute map continuallie keepe che Marrow Seas, and which 
would harbour a greater Flete agaiuſt vs, than the 5p4- 
niard ſhall ne de to annop vs withall; who being now di⸗ 
ſtreſſed by our common Enemie, J thinke it moſt expe⸗ 15 
dient koz our ſaketie to defend them, and ie it may bee ta 
giue them a reentrie into that thep haue of late pcares 
lolt vnto him. The one without doubt her SBateſiie may 
da without difficultie, and in ſo honozable ſozt as he wall 
neuer be able to diſpolleſſe her oꝛ them of any the townes | 
they now hold. But if any man thinke that the Sparard | 
map bee erpclled from thence moꝛe ſpeedilie, oz conueni⸗ I 
entlie by keeping an Armie there, than by ſcnding one a⸗ 
gainſt him into his own Countrie : let him fozeſee of how 
many men and continuall ſupplies that Armie mult con: | 4 
ſift, and what intollerable expences it requireth. And let 2 
him thinke by the example ofthe Duke ol Alua, when the _— 
Pꝛince of Orrenge had his great Armie againſt him: and 
of Don Ion, when the States had their mightie aſſem- 
blie againſt him, how this wiſe Enemie, with whom weer 
are to deale, may but by pꝛolonging to fight with vs, leaue 
vs occaſtons enough fo2 our Arnie within fewe moneths 
to mutine and bꝛeake; oꝛ by keeping him in his Townes 
leaue vs a ſpoyled field: where though our pꝛouiſion may 
be ſuch of our owne as we ſtarue not, yet is our weaknes 
in any ſtrange Countrie ſuch, as with ſicknes and mile: 
rie we ſhall be diſſolued. And let him not koꝛget what a 
continuall burthen wee hereby lay vpon vs, in that to re⸗ 
poſſeſſe thoſe Countries which haue been lately loft, will 3 
be a warreof longer continuance than wee ſhall be able to 
endure. | 
Tn the verie action whereof, what ſhould hinder the 
King of Spaine to byinghis foꝛces home unto vs! Fox it 


is certaine he hath long ſince ſee downe in Comm 
| there 
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| 1 
there is no wap fo2 him wholite to recouer thoſe Lowe 
Countries, but bp bringing the warre vppon England it 
ſelfe, which hath alwaies aſſiſted them againſt him: and 
that being determined, and whereunto he hath been vehe⸗ 
mentlie vrged by the laſt peeres loſte he ſuſteined vppon 
our Coaſts, and the great diſhonoz this iourney hath laid 
vpon him; no doubt if we Hall giue him reſpite to do it, 
but he will mightelie aduance his purpoſe, fo2 heis richlie 
able thereunto, and wonderkull delirous of reuenge. 

To encounter wherewith. J wiſh even in true and ho: 
neſt ʒeale to my Countrie, that wee were all perſwaded 
that there is no ſuch aſſured meanes foz the ſafetie of our 
eſtate, as to buſie him with a well furniſhed Armie in 
Spaine, which hath ſo many godlie Bapes open, as wee 

map land without impeachment as many men as ſhall be 
needkull fo2 ſuch an inuaſtan, And hauing an Armie of 
twentie thouſand ropallie furmſhed there, wee ſhall not 
ntede to take much care fo2 their paiment: fo2 ſhall not 
Liſbone be thought able to make ſo fewe men rich, when 
the Suburbs thereof were found ſo abounding in-riches, 
as had we made enemie ok them, they had largely inriched 

vs all? Thich with what mall loſle it may be wonne, is 
not here to ſhewe; but why it was not wonne by vs, J 
haue herein ſhewed you. Oꝛ is not the ſpoyle of (rl! ſuf; 
ficient to pap moꝛe than ſhall be need full to be ſent againſt 
| | it, whoſe defence(as that of Liſbone) is onlie foꝛte of men, 
- | of whom how many map fo2 the pꝛeſent be raifey,!t is not 
to be eſteemed, becauſe wee haue diſcouered what kinde of 
men they bee; even ſuch as will neuer abide ours in field, 
no2 dare withſtand any reſolute attempt of ours againſt 
them: koꝛ during the time wee were in many places of 
their Countrie, they cannot ſay that euer they made twen⸗ 
tie of our men turne their faces from them. And be there 
not manp other places ot leſſe diſticultie to ſpoyle, able to 

ſatiſtte our foꝛces? | 

But admit that if vpon this Alarme that wee haue gi⸗ 

wen him, he tendzing his naturall and nerreſt ſople befoze 
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his further remoued oft gouernments, do dꝛawe his fozces 
of old Souldiers out of the Low Countries foꝛꝝ his own 
vefence, is not the victo2te then wonne by dꝛawing and 
holding them from thence, fo2 the which we ſhould haue 
kept an Armie there at a charge by many piirts greater 
than this,and not ſtirred them? 

Admit further our Armie bee impeached from landing 
there, vet by keeping the Sea, and poſſeſſing his pꝛinci⸗ 
pall Roades, are wee not in poſſibilitie to meete with 
his Indian Merchants, and verie like to pꝛeuent hun 
of his pzoniſions comming out of the Eaſt Coun⸗ 
tries? without the which, neither the ſubicct of Lone 
is long able to liue, noꝛ the King able to maintain his Ma⸗ 
ute: fo2 though the countrep of Portingall do ſome peres 
ſiude themlelues conc, per are they neuer able to-victuall 
the lea part okthat Citie. And albeit the King of Spare 
be the richeſt Pꝛince in Chꝛiſtendome, pet can henepther 
dꝛaw cables, hew maſts, noꝛ make powder out of his met- 
calls, but is to bee firypited of them all from thence. Df 
whom (ſome will holde opinion) it is no reaſon to make 
pꝛtze, becauſe they be not our enemies: and that our diſa⸗ 
greance with them, will impeach the trade ok our Mer⸗ 
chants, and ſo impoueriſh our Countrey, Ok whoſe minde 
J can hardly be dꝛawen to be: Foꝛ, ik my enemie fighting 
with me do bzeake his woꝛd, ſo as I therby haue the ad - 


nantage againſt him; what ſhall I thinke ol him that puts 
teth a new ſwoꝛd into his hand to kil me withal? Aud may 


it not be thought moze fitting fo: vs in theſe times ta loſe 


our trades of cloath, than by ſuftering theſe miſchiekes, to 


put in hazard, whether we ſhall haue a Countrey lefre to 
make cloth in, oz no? And pet thoughneither Hamburg h, 
Embden, no) Stode do 1eceiue our cloth, the neceſſarie vſe 
thereok in all places is ſuch, as they will ſiude meanes to 
take it from vs, with our ſufficieut ctommodtie. 

And admit (which were impoſſible) that wee damnifie 


him neither at ſea noꝛ land (fo2 vnleſle it bee with a much 


moze mightie Armie than ours, he ſhall neuer be able ta 
92 withſtand 
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withſtand vs ) yet ſhal we by holding him at his home, free 
our ſelues from the warte at our owne walls: the benefite 
whereoflet them conſider, þ beſt can iudge, cx haue obſer- 
ued the differ t̃ce of inuading, e being inuaded; the one gi⸗ 
uing courage to the Souldier, in that it doth ſet befoze 
him commoditie and reputation; the other a fearfull ter- | 
ro2 tothe Countrey man, who ik by chaunce hee plap the 
man, yet is he neuer the richer: and who knowing manie 9 
holes tohide himſelte in, will trie them all bekoze hee put 
his life in perill by lighting: whereas the Jnuadoz! caſt⸗ 
eth vp his accompt bekoꝛe he goeth out, and being abꝛoad 
mult fight to make himſelke way, as not knowing what 
place oz ſtrength to truſt vnto. J will not ſap what J ob- 
ſerued in our Countrey men when the enimie offered to 
aſſaile vs here: but Þ wiſh that all Exgland knewe what 
- terro2 we gaue to the ſame people that frighted bs, by vt: 
ſiting them at their owne houſes. 
Tere not Alcxanders foztunes great againſt the 
mightie Darius, onelp in that his Macedonians thir: 


ſted after the wealth of Perſia, and were bound to fight 
Mo it out to the laſt man, becauſe the laſt man knewe no 
N ſaker wape fo ſave himlelfe, than by fighting ? There: | 


as the Perſians, either truſting to continue (till maſters 9 
of their wealth by peelding to the Inuadoz, began to 
pꝛactiſe againſt their owne King: 02 hauing moꝛe inward 
hopes, did hide themſelues euen to the laſt, to ſ& what 
courſe the Couqucrour would take in his Conqueſt, And 
didnst the aduice of Scipio, though mightely impugned 
aͤt the firſt, pꝛoue verie found and honozabletohis Coun⸗ 
frep ? Tho, ſeeing the Romancs wonderfully amazed at 
thenearnefle of their enemies Foꝛces, and the loſſes they 
daply ſuſtained by them, gaue counſaile, rather by way of 
diuerſion to carrie an Armie into eff7:cke,t there to aſ⸗ 
alle, than by a defenciue warre at home to remaine ſubiect 
to the tommõ ſpoyles of an aſlailing Enemie, TWAhich be⸗ 
ing put in execution, dꝛew the Enemie from the Gates ok 
Rome, and —— home with triumph: albeit his 
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53 
beginnings at the firff, were not ſo koꝛtunate againft cht, 
as ours haue ben in this ſmall time againſt the Spanz- 
ard. The god ſucceſſe whereof, maye encourage vs to 
take Armes reſolutely againſt him, And J beſeech God 
it map fltrre vp all inen that are particularly intereſted 
therein, to bcthinke themſelues how ſmall a matter will 


aſſure them ok their ſafetie , by holding the Spaniard at a 


bap, ſo farre of: whereas if wee give him leaue quietly to 
hatch and bing kw2th his preparations, it will bee with 
danger to vs all. 1 


Ie taketh not Armes againſt vs by anie pꝛetente of ti⸗ 


tle to the Crowne ofthis Realme,noz led altogether with 


an ambitious deſire to command our Countrey, but with 


hatred cowardes our whole Nation and Religion: Mer 
Maieſties Scepter is alreadie giuen by Bull to another, 
the honours of our Nobilitie are beſtowed fo2 rewardes 
vpon his attendants, our Clergie, our Gentlemen, our 
Lawyers, yea all men of what condition ſoeuer, are offe- 
red fo2 ſpople vnto the common Souldier, Let euerieman 
therekoꝛe in defence of the libertie and plentie bee hath of 
long enioped, offer a voluntarie contribution of the ſmal - 
leſt part of their ſtoꝛe foꝛ the aſſurance of the reſt. Jt were 
not much koꝛ euerie Juſtice of peace, who by his blewe 

coate pꝛotecteth the pꝛopereſt and moſt ſeruiceable men at 
euerie muſter from the warres, to contribute the charge 
that one of theſe idlemen do put him to fo2 one pere: no2 
foꝛ the Lawyer, who riſeth by the diſſentions ok his neigh⸗ 
boꝛs, to take but one eares giftes (which they call fers) 
out of his coffers. That would it hinder euerie Officer 
of the Erchequer, and other ok her Maieſties Courtes, 
who without checke do ſodainlie grow to great wealth, 
honeſtlie to bꝛing fo2th the myſtitall commoditie of one 
peres pꝛofites? Dꝛ the Clergie, who lwke pꝛeciſely fo? the 
Tenths ok euerie mans increaſe, ſimply to bzing kooꝛth 
the Tenth of one peares gathering, and in thankfulnes to 
her Maieſtie, (who hath continued fo2 all our ſaketies, a 
molt chargeable warre both at land and ſea) beſtowe the

ſame foꝛ her honour and their owne ie aſſuraunce, vppon an 


Armie which may make this blodte Enemte, ſo to knowe 
hinſelfe and her Maieſties power, as hee ſhall bethinke 
him what it is tomoonca ſtirring people? bo, though 


they haue receaued ſome ſmall checke by che ſicknelle of 


this laſt Jaurnep, pet doubt Jnat, but ik it were made 


knowen, that the like Wopage wereto be ſuppozted by a 


generalitie, (that might and woulo beare the charge of a 


moe ample pꝛouiſion bat there would of all ſoztes moſt 


willinglp put themſelues into the ſaine; ſome caried with 
auhonozable deſire to be in action, & ſome in laue of ſuch, 
Would aſſectionately follow their loztunes: ſome in thirſt: 


ing to reuenge the death and hurts ol their bꝛethꝛen, Kinds 


red, and krtendg: and lome in hope ofthe plentiful ſpoples 


to be lound in thoſe Countreyes, hautng bern there alreg - 


die and returned pooze, would dellre to goe agalne, with 
an expectation to make amends fo2 the laſt: and all, in ha- 


tredokthat cowardly proud Nation, and in contemp! latts 
on ofthe tune honor of our own, would with courage take 


Armes, to hazard their ltues againſt them, whom euerie 


1 0 god Engliſh man ts in nature bound to hate as antinpla- 
cable Enemte to Eu, thirſting after our blood, and 


labourtng to ruine dur land, with hope to bung vs vnder 
the yoke of perpetuall ſlauetie. 


Acrainlt chemiz true honcurto bee gotten,fo2 that wee = 


ſhall no ſoner ſet fote in their land, but that euery Leppe 
we tread will yeeld vs newe occaſit on of action, which J

The auncient graue degree of the Pzelacte ts vphelde,
